This  scholarship  is  a  fixed 
sum  and  does  not  reflect  student 
need. 

Opponents  of  the  plan,  in¬ 
cluding  most  student  groups, 
minority  leaders,  and  some  state 
representatives,  fear  that  the  in¬ 
creased  tuition  costs,  even  if  off¬ 
set  by  financial  aid,  will  scare 
students  away  from  entering 
schools.  Plan  backers  (Chancellor 
Jenifer  and  some  college 
presidents)  hope  to  eliminate 
escalating  fees,  make  tuition  a  fair 
percentage  payment  across  the 
state  system,  and  adjust  financial 
aid  with  the  neediest  students  in 
mind. 

While  no  state  colleges  in 
Massachusetts  have  raised  tuition 
in  the  past  three  years,  fees  are 
up  an  average  of  "'5%  across  the

Students  skip  classes 
to  stop  tuition  hike

While  ULo well’s  and  most 
other  school’s  students  across  the 
Bay  State  were  pulling  extra  work 
hours,  tanning  on  sunny  shores, 
or  hiking  the  Appalachian  Trail, 
Mass  Art's  Student  Trustee  Kathy 
Boudreau  was  contacting  student 
and  faculty  representatives  from

many  of  the  state-run  colleges  and 
universities  to  gather  support 
against  the  proposed  tuition  hike. 

Two  weeks  ago.  Chancellor 
Franklyn  Jenifer  and  his  Board  of 
Regents  proposed  a  tuition  hike 


for  all  state  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities.  This  hike  would  cost 
undergraduates  15%  each  year 
and  hit  graduate  students  with 
125%  increase  according  to 
Boudreau.  It  would  also  take  in 
$97  million  in  the  five-year 
period  the  hike  is  in  operation. 

“[The  students]  don’t  want  to 
be  used  as  toys  for  the  region  cen¬ 
tralization  plan,”  Boudreau 
stated  in  an  interview  with  the 
Connector.  She  went  on  to  state 
that  the  proposed  plan  would  do 
more  to  aid  private  colleges  and 
the  larger  universities  than  the 
smaller  state  and  community  col¬ 
leges.  According  to  Boudreau, 
the  plan  would  eventually  force 
those  smaller  institutions  to  close 
as  they  wouldn’t  be  able  to  com¬ 
pete  with  the  larger  universities

Greek  sex  scandal  at

The  University  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania  has  suspended  one  of 
its  fraternity  houses  for 
allegedly  hiring  strippers  to 
perform  at  at  a  party.  The  in¬ 
cident  threatened  to  escalate 
into  a  conflict  between  Jewish 
and  black  groups  on  campus. 

Penn  has  suspended  all- 
white,  predominantly  Jewish 
Zeta  Beta  Tau  for  IV2  years 
for  holding  a  September  party 
at  which  two  black  hired  strip¬ 
pers  performed.  Some  au¬ 
dience  members  shouted  racial 
epithets  as  they  danced  and 
engaged  in  sexually  explicit 
acts.

More  students  studying 
abroad 

More  U.S.  college  students 
are  opting  to  spend  a  year  of 
college  overseas,  the  Institute 
for  International  Education 
(HE)  reported  recently. 

In  all,  48,483  were  enrolled 
in  classes  overseas,  a  79% 
from  1983,  when  HE  con¬ 
ducted  its  last  census.  Most  of 
the  students  studying  abroad 
(63.8%)  were  female. 

IIE’s  Edrice  Howard 
speculated  more  students  were 
spending  time  abroad  because 
of  a  growing  sense  of  “world 
citizenship”  and  because 
foreign  tuition  was  cheaper 
than  many  schools  at  home.

and  attractive  private  colleges. 

Vincent  J.  Mara,  President  of 
Fitchburg  State  College,  agreed 
with  Boudreau  when  he  said, 
“Increasing  tuitions  rapidly  in  the 
public  sector  will  have  the  effect 
of  decreasing  enrollments.” 

Since  the  proposal  was  releas¬ 
ed,  Boudreau  has  gathered 
assistance  in  her  fight  from 
Worcester  State,  UMass  Boston, 
Roxbury  Community  College, 
Mass  Art,  Bridgewater  State,  Fit¬ 
chburg  State,  SMU,  Hampshire 
College,  Bunker  Hill,  and  North 
Adams  Community  College  as 
well  as  the*  Faculty  Union  for 
State  Schools.  Most  of  these 
schools  would  be  adversly  af¬ 
fected  by  the  tuition  hike. 

Boudreau’s  main  goals  were  to 
get  Jenifer  to  see  that  students 
would  rather  skip  classes  than  pay 
the  increase  and  to  raise  a  protest 
outside  the  State  House  Tuesday 
where  a  Joint  Education  Commit¬ 


tee  met  to  discuss  the  merits  of 
the  proposal. 

About  25  students  turned  out 
for  the  protest  on  Beacon  Hill.  All 
were  carrying  signs  decrying  the 
tuition  increase.  According  to 
yesterday’s  Boston  Globe,  John 
Henderson;  who  is  an  official 
with  the  State  Student  Association 
and  was  one  of  the  protestors; 
said,  “The  regents  are  setting  up 
a  system  where  70  percent  of  the 
financial  aid  money  goes  to  the 
private  colleges.” 

Jenifer,  who  doesn’t  see  the 
proposal  as  radical,  defended  the 
proposal  before  the  committee  by 
saying,  “If  tuition  and  fees  in  the 
public  sector  increase,  then  the 
aid  formula  would  ensure  that  the 
neediest  students  are  held 
harmless.” 

After  the  proposal  has  been  ful¬ 
ly  examined  by  the  Committee 
for  a  month,  it  will  be  sent 
through  the  Legislature  for 
approval  ■

On  the  other  hand,  it  suggested 
students  who  lack  paperwork 
skills  should  attend  smaller  col¬ 
leges,  carry  a  light  course  load, 
learn  to  use  computers,  word  pro¬ 
cessors  and  calculators,  seek 
assistance  from  professors  and 
teaching  assistants,  and  be 
prepared  to  work  harder  than 
other  students. 

At  least  those  are  the  conclu¬ 
sions  of  Dallas-based  Aptitude  In¬ 
ventory  Measurement  Service 
(AIMS),  which  tracked  the 
academic  performance  of  115 
students  attending  universities 
with  20,000  or  more 
undergraduates  from  1981  until 
last  year.  The  participants  took  a 


series  of  aptitude  tests  that  gaug¬ 
ed  their  clerical  skills. 

Students  lacking  clerical  talent, 
the  study  reports,  made  sloppy 
errors  such  as  transposing 
numbers  and  misplacing  decimal 
points,  especially  under  deadline 
pressure. 

Half  of  those  who  scored  poor¬ 
ly  on  the  AIMS’s  test  graduated 
from  college  with  2.0  or  lower 
grade  point  averages.  More  than 
half  the  ex-students  who  scored 
high  marks  on  the  clerical  tests 
graduated  with  3.0  averages  or 
better. 

Students  with  poor  clerical 
skills  who  were  tutored  by  AIMS 
counselors,  however,  received 
higher  grades  in  school  than  their 
counterparts  who  did  not  receive 
additional  training. 

AIMS  suggests  students  with 
poor  paperwork  skills  attend  a 
small  college  instead  of  a  univer¬ 
sity,  since  classes  tend  to  be 
smaller  and  faculty  members 
more  accessible. 


The  new  Mighty  Mouse  is  a  campus  cult  hero 


(CPS)  Jimmy  Daniels  has  a 
secret. 

The  34-year-old  University  of 
Mississippi  journalism  instructor 
gets  up  early  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ings  to  watch  Mighty  Mouse. 
“It's  the  only  reason  I  get  up  on 
Saturdays,”  said  Daniels.  “I 
watch  Mighty  Mouse  and  then  go 
oack  to  bed. 

“I  never  talk  about  it  here,” 
Daniels  said  in  the  office  of  The 
Mississippian,  Ole  Miss’s  cam¬ 
pus  paper.  His  colleagues 
wouldn’t  understand. 

“It’s  something  you  keep  to 
yourself  until  you  find  someone 
else  who’s  a  fan.  Then  you  get 
together  and  ask  which  episodes 
are  their  favorites.  I’m  correspon¬ 
ding  with  some  students  at  the 
University  of  Missouri  about  the 
show.” 

Daniels  shouldn’t  be  all  that 
lonely:  “Mighty  Mouse:  The 
New  Adventures,”  created  by 
adult  cartoon  veteran  Ralph 
Bakshi  and  a  staff  just  out  of  the 
California  Institute  of  Art,  is 
becoming  a  hit  on  many  college 
campuses. 

This,  mind  you,  is  a  very  dif¬ 
ferent  Mighty  Mouse  than  the 
weenie  do-gooder  who  sang 
opera  while  dispatching  evil  on 
the  small  screen  20  and  30  years 
ago. 

“The  humor  is  almost  political. 
The  satire  is  wonderful,”  said 
University  of  Nebraska  senior 
Peggy  Brown,  an  animal  science 
major.  “It’s  aimed  more  at  adults 
than  children.” 

“It’s  hilarious,”  said  Daniels, 
who  calls  Mighty  a  “Saturday 
morning  David  Letterman.  It’s 
the  best  thing  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  television,  much  better  than 
the  robo-tech  stuff.  Like  Letter- 
man,  he’s  hip  and  irreverent.” 

These  days,  for  instance,  Mike 
Mouse  -  Mighty’s  alter  ego  — 
works  on  an  assembly  line  with 
other  rodents,  coping  with  ’80s 
nihilism  and  sober  careerism. 

“Another  day,  another 
discharge  of  duties  demanded,” 


the  boss  tells  the  factory 
rats, “and  let’s  take  delight  in  it, 
shall  we?  Just  remember,  we 
have  schedules  to  meet,  orders  to 
fill,  productivity  to  produce.  I 
know  you’ll  all  do  your  best,  as 
usual,  and,  as  usual,  feel  free  to 
do  even  better.” 

When  today’s  Mighty  Mouse 
saves  an  orphanage  from  demoli¬ 
tion  by  balancing  it  on  an  adjacent 
lot  not  slated  for  redevelopment, 
he’s  apt  to  observe,  “Too  bad 
they’ll  have  to  pay  twice  the  pro¬ 
perty  tax,  but  at  least  I  saved  the 
day!” 

Or  when  Cat  Paw  the  Merciless 
lands  in  a  space  ship  to  conquer 
Mouse ville,  there’s  no  victorious 
armed  resistance.  There’s  only 
apathetic  shoulder-shrugging 
from  the  citizenry,  which  lets  Cat 
Paw  atrophy  by  his  own  boredom 
while  porking  out  on  bad  pizza 
and  bad  television. 

It  occurs,  moreover,  amid 
often  psychedelic,  eye-scraping 
animation,  in  a  disjointed,  zig¬ 
zagging  cartoon  “city”  reminis¬ 
cent  of  an  M.C.  Escher  design. 

“I  think  every  art  student 
should  watch  it.”  suggested  Terri 
Tabor,  a  Nebraska  art  history  and 
French  major. 

Mighty’s  emerging  campus 
popularity  doesn’t  surprise 
Bakshi,  who  began  as  an 
animator  in  the  late  1950’s  for  the 
original  Mighty  Mouse  and  co¬ 
features  like  “Deputy  Dawg” 
and  Hekyll  and  Jekyll,”  and  who 
later  made  his  name  on  a  series 
of  x-rated  cartoon  tales  of  sex, 
dope,  racial  bigotry  and  violence: 
“Fritz  the  Cat”  (1972),  “Heavy 
Traffic”  (1973)  and  “Coonskin” 
(1975). 

Today’s  collegians,  said 
Bakshi,  an  occasional  lecturer  on 
the  campus  circuit,  are  “getting 
crazy  again.” 

“The  kind  of  greed  that 
dominated  the  ’70s  and  ’80s  was 
frightening.  Students  seem  to  be 
moving  away  from  that.” 

Now,  he  asserted,  they  “have 
a  hunger  for  cartoons,  something 


they  can  relate  to.” 

In  a  chowder-thick  Brooklyn 
accent,  Bakshi  maintained 
younger  kids  like  the  show,  too. 
“Kids  are  a  lot  smarter  than  most 
animators  give  them  credit  for. 
Kids  might  not  understand  every 
gag,  but  they  get  the  basic 
premise.  They  know  it’s  funny.” 

Bakshi  returned  to  Saturday 
morning  tv  after  a  5-year  stint  of 
painting  in  the  woods  in  New 
York,  where  he’d  fled  after  con¬ 
troversy  that  “Coonskin”  -  in¬ 
tended  as  a  blast  at  prejudice  — 
actually  perpetuated  racial 
stereotypes,  and  after  several 
other  features  flopped. 

“But  after  5  years  (of  painting) 
I  ran  out  of  money,”  he  con¬ 
tinued.  He  headed  for  the  “one 
business  that  is  always  booming, 
where  I  knew  I  could  step  in  right 
away:  Saturday  morning  car¬ 
toons.” 

Bakshi  credits  the  success  of  his 
new  show  to  his  staff,  a  young, 
enthusiastic,  unjaded  bunch  of 
rookies.  When  he  returned  to 
television,  he  enlisted  seasoned 
vets  who  tried  to  tell  him  what  he 


could  and  couldn’t  sell  the  net¬ 
works.  He  dumped  the  vets  and 
hired  the  newcomers  -  average 
age  23  -  just  graduated  from  the 
California  Institute  of  Arts. 

“After  I  got  my  young  guys  to 
gether  and  we  put  together  some 
stories,  we  sent  them  over  to  CBS 
for  approval,”  said  Bakshi. 
“They  laughed  their  heads  off. 
Writers  who  claim  they  know  the 
networks  cut  their  own  throats.” 

“These  guys  run  me  ragged,” 
Bakshi  said  of  his  staff.  “They’re 
all  very  funny  because  they  didn’t 
know  what  they  could  or  couldn’t 
do.  Their  stuff  is  good  because 
it’s  fresh  and  they  love  what 
they’re  doing.” 

He  thinks  they,  along  with  the 
other  subversive  CBS  show, 
“Pee- Wee’s  Playhouse”,  have 
opened  “a  crack”  in  the  other¬ 
wise  dull  monolith  of  Saturday 
morning  programming,  but  he’s 
confident  “in  the  end  we’ll  lose, 
and  Hanna-Barbera  will  step  in  to 
fill  our  place  with  more  gar¬ 
bage.”

In  India  dance  has  been  used  as 
a  vehicle  of  worship  and  for  the 
expression  of  profound  emotions 
and  states  of  mind.  There  have 
always  been  ‘Devadasis’,  temple 
dancers,  who  were  considered  the 
handmaids  of  God. 

This  belief  in  the  divinity  of 
dance  is  further  advanced  by  the 
belief  that  the  supreme  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  the  essence  of  Indian 
Dance  is  the  image  of  Lord  Shiva 
as  Natraj. 

BHARATA  NATYAM 

Of  the  various  forms  of 
classical  dance  in  India,  this  is 
believed  to  be  the  oldest.  It  is  bas¬ 
ed  to  a  great  extent  on  ancient 
texts,  such  as  the  ‘Natya  Shastra’ 


(written  in  the  third  century 
before  Christ),  on  dance.  For 
centuries  it  was  danced  by  the 
Devadasis  in  the  temples  of  south 
India. 

The  dance  tells  a  story  poetical¬ 
ly,  with  movement  of  the  hands 
and  feet  and  the  gesture  of  the 
eyes  and  brows.  It  is  highly 
stylized  and  sophisticated  in  its 
technique,  Bharata  Natyam  is 
evenly  divided  between  ‘nritta’, 
pure  dance,  and  ‘nritya’,  expres- 
sional  compositions.  Choice  of 
music  is  also  very  important, 
often  on  the  theme  of  love 
(spiritual). 

The  performance  begins  with 
‘alarippu’,  an  invocatory  number 
which  is  structured  to  give  the  ef 


dustani  music  appear  to  have  a 
great  deal  in  common,  there  are 
several  important  distinctions. 
The  Carnatic  treatment  of  the 
raga  is  more  circumspect.  The 
raga  always  gives  the  impression 
of  a  dancing  Bach  and  the  em¬ 
phasis  is  on  percussion.  In  Car¬ 
natic  music  vocals  are  usually 
accompanied  by  veena  and/or 
mridangam. 


INDIAN  MUSICAL  IN¬ 
STRUMENTS 

VEENA 

The  veena  is  considered  the 
doyen  of  all  Indian  instruments. 
It  has  twenty-four  movable  frets 
fixed  in  wax  on  a  hollow,  wooden 
base.  This  fingerboard  rests  on 


two  hollow  gourds  (made  from 
the  wood  of  the  jack-tree),  one 
larger  than  the  other.  It  has  four 
main  playing  strings  and  three 
others  for  rhythm  on  a  ivory  ge, 
which  stands  high  over  the  frets. 

This  instrument  is  believed  to 
be  about  four  thousand  years  old. 
it  is  mentioned  in  the  Vedic  list 
of  instruments.  It  is  considered  so 
delicate  in  its  nuances  and  nicety 
of  true  intonation  that  the  slightest 
difference  in  pressure  from  the 
fingers,  or  by  the  distance  of  the 
frets  can  almost  indefinably 


change  the  true  tone.  The  human 
voice  is  said  to  be  most  closely 
resembled  by  the  veena:

25,000  Old  Testament  sites  alone 
have  been  located  and  are  in¬ 
various  stages  of  being  explored. 

Interestingly  enough,  not  all  ar¬ 
cheologists  have  been  friendly  to 
the  Bible.  One  such  archeologist 
was  Sir  William  Ramsay.  He 
made  it  his  goal  to  prove  the 
historical  accounts  of  Luke 
wrong.  But  the  more  and  more  he 
studied  and  researched,  the  more 
and  more  respect  he  gained  for 
this  bibical  writer.  He  finally  con¬ 
cluded  that  Luke  was  a  “first 
rank”  historian  and  he  “  should 
be  placed  along  with  the  very 
greatest  of  historians.” 

Eyewitness  testimony  is  the 
best  we  can  get.  Even  under  the 
threat  of  death,  the  disciples 
recorded  what  they  had  seen  and 
heard.  But,  you  argue  these  men 
were  not  objective,  but  instead, 
very  prejudiced  in  their  views. 
However,  we  would  not  dare  sug¬ 


gest  that  in  a  court  of  law,  in 
order  to  insure  objectivity,  we 
throw  out  the  testimony  of  the 
eyewitnesses  and  listen  only  to 
those  who  were  not  at  the  scene 
of  an  accident  and  had  nothing  to 
do  with  it.  Nor  would  a  judge  rule 
as  “inadmissable”  the  account  of 
the  victims,  because  they  were 
prejudiced.  The  same  standard  is 
then  true  of  the  Bible.  As  an 
historical  document,  its  reliabili¬ 
ty  is  enhanced  because  it  is  a 
primary  source-the  writers  were 
there  when  it  all  took  place.

Beep. .  .Beep. .  .Beep 


Some  day  you  may  be  sitting  in 
class  and  the  person  sitting  near 
to  you  starts  beeping.  It  could 
mean  that  the  person  has  a  very 
loud  heart  beat,  but  more  likely 
it  means  that  this  person  is  a  stu¬ 
dent  E.M.T.  being  paged  for  a 
medical  emergency  on  either 
north  or  south  campus.  The 
University  of  Lowell  has  a  small 
but,  important  emergency 
medical  service  that  is  operated 
by  student  volunteers  that  are 
Certified  Massachusetts 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians 
and  or  Certified  CPR  (cardio¬ 
pulmonary  resuscitation  person¬ 
nel).  Currently  there  are  six 
EMTs  providing  this  service  for 
the  University  and  several  more 
are  in  the  process  of  being  train¬ 
ed  as  EMTs. 

This  service  was  created  to 
enhance  care  to  students,  faculty, 
staff,  and  visitors  who  are  injured 
or  become  acutely  ill  on  Univer¬ 
sity  property.  The  service  is  in 
operation  seven  days  a  week 
twenty  four  hours  a  day.  Student 
EMTs  are  paged  via  the  new 
Campus  Police  Communications 
Center  located  in  Ball  Hall.  The 
page  gives  the  location  and  the 
nature  of  the  call.  From  late 


November  until  the  end  of 
January,  the  EMTs  have  respond¬ 
ed  to  over  a  dozen  calls.  The 
usual  response  time  is  approx¬ 
imately  three  to  five  minutes, 
which  has  been  in  many  cases  far 
less  than  the  time  of  response  of 
the  ambulance  service  in  Lowell. 

Campus  Police  cruisers  have 
been  outfitted  with  many  of  the 
needed  tools  to  provide  proper 
and  efficient  emergency  care  to 
patients.  All  cruisers  have  por¬ 
table  oxygen  systems  and  an  ex¬ 
tensive  first  aid  kit.  The  Campus 
Police  have  been  trained  to  the 
First  Responder  level  which 
means  that  they  may  begin  initial 
patient  stabilization  until  the  EMT 
arrives.  The  EMTs  also  carry  a 
small  first  aid  kit  should  they  be 
in  a  situation  where  the  Campus 
Police  haven’t  arrived  yet.  Any 
club  interested  in  having  an  EMT 
at  an  on  campus  event  should 
contact  Gerry  Dominick  at  Box 
5122  South  or  Dr.  Eberiel,  the 
club’s  advisor  in  Olsen  512A. 
Any  student  interested  in  joining 
this  crucial  service  should  contact 
Gerry  or  Dr.  Eberiel  at  the  above 
locations.  Certification  as  an  EMt 
is  not  required  and  we  will  train 
you  in  CPR.

Should  Jenifer 

Chancellor  Jenifer  has  just 
released  a  tuition  program  that 
warrants  further  considera¬ 
tion.  The  plan,  which  intends 
to  raise  tuition  costs  at  all  state 
colleges  by  100%  over  5  years 
seems  radical,  but  may  really 
be  responsible. 

The  current  tuition  and  fee 
schedules  at  state  colleges 
and  universities  are  highly  in¬ 
consistent.  Students  at  some 
schools  are  payng  just  18%  of 
their  educational  costs,  while 
others  pay  over  25%.  Fees, 
which  are  retained  by  the  bill¬ 
ing  institution,  vary  from 
almost  nothing  at  community 
colleges  to  nearly  $1,000  at 
UMASS.  This  disparity  is  par¬ 
tially  a  result  of  greater  ser¬ 
vices  at  some  schools,  but  it 
also  reflects  the  actual  cost 
and  ability  of  each  student  to 
pay. 

The  Chancellor’s  plan  calls 
for  increasing  tuition  about 
13%  each  year  until  students 
are  paying  one-third  of  their 
educational  costs.  It  will  also 
keep  fees  in  line  so  students 
can  better  estimate  actual 
costs  (fees  can  now  be  raised 
without  notice).  The  plan  also 
calls  for  a  sliding  scale  finan¬ 
cial  aid  package  which  will  pay 
for  the  entire  cost  of  a  needy 
students  education  while  giv¬ 
ing  little  aid  to  those  most  able 
to  pay. 


get  his  way? 

While  the  Chancellor’s  plan 
is  not  ideal,  it  has  merit 
because  it  is  a  practical  plan. 
Massachusetts'  funding  of 
educational  institutions  always 
rises  and  falls  with  the  state 
economy.  The  Chancellor  is 
prudent  to  protect  students’ 
long  term  needs  by  encourag¬ 
ing  them  to  pay  a  higher 
percentage  of  their  actual  tui¬ 
tion  costs.  If  the  state  cuts 
back,  fewer  losses  will  actual¬ 
ly  be  felt.  Balancing  this  in¬ 
crease  with  the  financial  aid 
package  makes  it  attractive  for 
the  most  needy  students. 

There  is  a  danger  in  raising 
tuition  costs  too  quickly,  driv¬ 
ing  away  students  who  are 
borderline  financial  aid  reci¬ 
pients.  Possibly  phasing  the 
program  in  over  the  next  ten 
years,  instead  of  five,  will  bet¬ 
ter  serve  the  next  generation 
of  college  students. 

While  no  one  wants  to  raise 
tuition  it  is  inappropriate  to  ex¬ 
pect  a  free  ride  from  tax¬ 
payers.  Students  should 
shoulder  more  of  their  educa¬ 
tional  costs.  One-third  of  total 
cost  may  not  be  the  right 
figure,  but  it  is  still  one  of  the 
best  buys— and  investments — 
anyone  can  make.

The  most  mysterious  aspect  of 
Angel  Street ,  the  Merrimack 
Repertory’s  current  offering,  is 
the  origin  of  its  name.  Originally 
‘5  Chelsea  Lane,’  it  opened  in 
London  in  1938  as  ‘Gaslight’  and 
became  the  movie  of  the  same 
name  in  1944.  Meanwhile  the 
play  premiered  on  Broadway  in 
1941  under  its  present  title, 
‘Angel  Street’,  for  legal  reasons. 
‘Gaslight’  was  by  far  the  more

appropriate  title,  a  reference  to 
the  gas  lamps  that  were  used  for 
lighting  and  which  play  a  part  in 
the  play  as  well  as  reinforce  the 
Victorian  setting.  But  for  an 
educated  guess  as  to  the  unex¬ 
pectedly  salacious  origin  of  the 
title  I  refer  you  to  the  interesting 
historical  notes  in  the  play 
program. 

But  what  of  the  play?  Angel 
Street  concerns  the  decidedly  un- 
angelic  intentions  of  an  English 
gentleman,  a  Mr.  Manningham, 
who  begins  the  play  by  forcing 
his  perfectly  sane  wife  to  con¬ 
clude  that  she  is  losing  her  mind 
by  intentionally  misplacing 
household  items  and  blaming  her. 


Of  course,  he  has  suitably 
underhanded  reasons  for  attemp¬ 
ting  to  unhinge  his  darling  wife, 
and  it  goes  without  saying  that  a 
murder  and  a  mysteriously  miss¬ 
ing  fortune  are  involved.  No 
mean  feat  considering  that  the 
story  unfolds  entirely  in  the  Man¬ 
ningham ’s  sitting  room. 

However,  the  play  shares  one 
unfortunate  characteristic  with 
this  review— both  are  a  bit  slow 
getting  started.  Mrs.  Mann¬ 
ingham  was  so  airheaded  to  begin 
with  that  the  task  of  rendering  her 
crazy  didn’t  seem  all  that  for¬ 
midable.  The  arrival  of  Angel 
Street ’s  version  of  Hercule  Poirot 
in  the  rotund  form  of  Detective 
Rough  was  a  welcome  surprise 
that  added  much-needed  zip  to  the 
proceedings.  Played  by  Ron 
Johnston,  he  carried  his  role  off 
with  comical  aplomb.  One  could 
never  be  quite  certain  that  he  was 
on  the  level,  yet  for  all  that  he  fer¬ 
rets  out  the  truth  in  due  course, 
in  his  inimitable  way. 

One  avoidable  flaw  besetting 
Monday  evening’s  production 
was  the  cluttered  stage.  There  are 
enough  pieces  of  antique  Vic¬ 
torian  furniture  on  the  set  that 
they  were  unintentionally  bumped 
into  three  times  by  my  count.

TABLA-BAYAN 
The  tabla-bayan  was  introduc¬ 
ed  to  India  during  the  Moghal 
times.  It  is  actually  two  drums  in 
one:  tabla  refers  to  the  right-hand 
wooden  drumwhich  is  tuned  to 


the  tonic,  dominant  or  sub¬ 
dominant,  bay  an  is  the  left-hand 
metal  drum  which  is  used  to  play 
bass.  The  virtue  of  this  drum  lies 

in  the  fact  that  it  can  be  played 
at  tremendous  speed  without  ever 
losing  it’s  crystal-clear  clarity. 
MRIDANGAM 

The  mridangam  is  the 


oldest, indigenous  drum  of  India. 
This  two-headed,  barrel-shaped 
drum  is  carved  out  of  a  single 
piece  of  jack- wood.  The  right- 
head  is  larger  and  is  tuned  to  the 
tonic.  The  smaller,  left-handed 
side  is  use  to  play  bass.

Have  you  declared  a  major?  Do  you 
know  what  different  career  opportunities 
are  open  to  Liberal  Arts  Majors?

However,  one 
must  remember  that  these  “Advisors” 
are  regular  faculty,  and  are  often  only 
versed  in  the  courses  that  they  personal¬ 
ly  teach.  Still,  your  Advisors  are  helpful, 
and  they  should  be  the  first  place  to  turn 
to  when  you  have  questions,  throughout 
the  semester,  not  just  during  registration. 

2)  If  your  questions  are  out  of  your  Ad¬ 
visor’s  range;  if  your  questions  involve 
important  decisions  or  changes  in  your 
major,  future  career,  etc;  if  you’re  puzzl¬ 
ed  by  your  past  and  even  more  puzzled 
by  your  future,  the  Counseling  and 
Career  Resource  Center  is  the  place  for 
you.  Located  on  the  third  floor  of  the 
McGauvran  Student  Center  (S.U.B. 
South),  the  center  is  THE  SOURCE  of 
information  on  career  opportunities,  ma¬ 
jor  fields  of  study,  and  graduate  schools. 
Peer  Career  Counselors  are  on  duty  from 
9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Monday  through 
Friday  to  assist  you  with  printed 
references  on  majors  and  careers  and/or 
the  computer  program  “Discover  II”  - 
a  computerized  career/major/school 
guide.
